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PREFACE 


Below is an English translation from the Russian text of Protocol ELEVEN. This particular 
edition of the Protocols is based upon the text by S. A. Nilus. Though the text is close to his 
original version of the Protocols by Nilus’ EDITION of 1905, this 1922 version does have 
some variant readings. Most ofthe variants are very minor and do not change the meaning 
of the text, but there are some places where there are some omissions and some 
additions. | have carefully compared both texts and made footnotes showing where there 
are significant variant readings. 


There are some different versions of the Protocols that were published. Here are the 
following: 


1903: Publication of original Protocols in 'Znamia' (‘The Banner’) by Pavlov Krushevan in a 
series of seven installments beginning in September. 


1904: Partial republication in the third edition of Ljutostansky's 'Talmud | everi' (cleared for 
publication by censor on the 3" of November 1903), this includes the first suggestion of a 
link to Zionism. 


1905: Sergei Nilus publishes a longer and heavily-edited version of the Protocols as an 
appendix to his book about the coming of the Anti-Christ: 'Velikoe v Malom' (‘The Great in 
the Small’) in addition to three anonymous editions which are shorter than Krushevan's 
original that date from this time. Introduction of Freemasonry into and the removal of Old 
Testament references from the text. 


1906: Georgi Butmi de Kacman publishes a different version of the Protocols as an 
appendix to the third edition of his book 'Vragi Roda Chevlovecheskago' (‘Enemies of the 
Human Race’) (preface is dated 5" of December 1905). 


1907: Georgi Butmi de Kacman publishes a slightly re-edited version of the Protocols as an 
appendix to the fourth edition of his book 'Vragi Roda Chevlovecheskago' (‘Enemies of the 
Human Race’). 


1911: Sergei Nilus re-publishes his book 'Velikoe v Malom' (‘The Great in the Small’) in a 
second edition: no substantial change to the Protocols text. 


1912: Sergei Nilus re-publishes his book 'Velikoe v Malom' (‘The Great in the Small’) in a 
third edition: no substantial change to the Protocols text. 


1917: Sergei Nilus re-publishes his book 'Velikoe v Malom' (‘The Great in the Small’) ina 
fourth edition: a substantial change to the Protocols text and the beginning of the 
attribution of the Protocols to Theodor Herzl. 


PROTOCOL 11 


11:1 The Council of State will appear as a 
supporter of the ruler's power: it will be *a showy 
part of the legislative body, and will be like a 
committee for editing laws and decrees of the ruler. 


THE PROGRAM OF THE NEW 
CONSTITUTION. 

11:2 And so, here is the program of the new 
constitution being prepared. We will make Law, 
Right and Justice: 1) under the guise of proposals 
to the legislature, 2) by presidential decrees under 
the guise of general regulations, resolutions of the 
Senate and *the State Council, under the guise of 
ministerial decrees, and 3) at the right time, in the 
form of a coup d'etat. 


SOME DETAILS OF THE PROPOSED COUP 
D'ETAT. 

11:3 *Let us go into the details of the combinations 
with which we have to complete the overturning of 
the state machines in the aforementioned direction. 
By these combinations I mean freedom of the 
press, the right of association, freedom of 
conscience, the electoral system, and many other 
things that will have to disappear from the human 
spectrum or be fundamentally changed the day 
after the new constitution is proclaimed. 


Only at this moment it will be possible for us to 
announce all our decrees*, for afterwards any 
noticeable change will be dangerous, and here is 
why: if this change is made with severe strictness 
and in the sense of strictness and restrictions, it may 
lead to despair caused by fear of new changes in 
the same direction; if it is made in the sense of 
further leniency, they will say that we have been 
wrong, and this will undermine the infallibility of 
the new government, or they will say that we are 
afraid and have to make concessions for which no 
one will be grateful, because they will consider 
them to be required... Both are harmful to the 
credibility of the new constitution. We need that 
from the first moment of its proclamation, when the 
peoples will be stunned by the coup d'état that has 
taken place and will still be in terror and 
bewilderment, they should realize that we are so 
strong and invulnerable, so full of power, that we

11:5 They will turn a blind eye to all this because 
we promise them that we will return all the 
freedoms taken away after the enemies of peace are 
pacified and all parties are tamed. 


[11:6 Is it worth mentioning how long they will 
wait for this return?...] 


SECRET MASONRY AND ITS ‘SHOW’ LODGES. 
11:7 For what purpose have we invented and 
indoctrinated the goyim with all this policy, 
indoctrinated without giving them the opportunity 
to see its underpinnings, for what other purpose 
than to reach by detour what is unattainable for our 
scattered tribe by the direct way? This served as the 
basis for our *organization of secret Masonry, 
which is not known and the purpose, which is not 
even suspected by the goyim cattle, which we 
attracted into the showy military of the Masonic 
lodges, in order to avert the eyes of their 
countrymen. 


11:8 God has given us, his chosen people, a 
dispersion, and in this seemingly weakness of ours 
all our strength has been revealed, which has now 
brought us to the threshold of world domination. 


11:9 We have little left to build on the foundation 
that has been laid.

TOCTaHoBNeHig,]. The 1922 version omits “at once” [cpa3y]. 


11:6 The 1922 version omits this verse. 


11:7 The 1923 version adds the word “secret” [Tao], reading “secret organization”. The 1911 and 
1922 versions do not have that word.
